o f one thing we are certain, 
Moses did lend out of Egypt the He­ 
brew nation. 
He did organize them as 
a nation under the laws set forth in 
lliese books; and the Hebrew nation, 
by common consent, for over three 
thousand years, 
has claimed 
these 
books as a gift t<> them from Moses. 
and has held them so sacred that a 
jot or tittle must not be altered—thus 
giving assurance of the purity of the 
text. 
These writings of Moses con­ 
tain the only creditable history extant. 
of the epoch which it traverses. 
Chi­ 
nese history affects to begin at crea­ 
tion telling how God went out on the 
water iii a skiff, and, taking in His 
hand a lump of earth, cast it into the 
pater. That lump of earth, it claims, 
became this world, etc. 
But the entire 
story is so devoid of reason that the 
merest child of intelligence could not 
he deceived by it

Matters of Intereat Picked Up From 


Various Sources for th© Benefit 
of the Sedalia Democrat 
Readers. 


Fifty years ago, August 28, 1804, 


the world’s first railway mail car was 


given 
its 
official 
test. 
Two mice 


were responsible for the idea. Before 
that day the mail was distributed ac­ 
cording to addresses at certain des­ 
ignated 
postoffices, 
which 
usual!) 
were the distributing points ol whole 
states. 
It was slow and iaboiious 
work. 
At one of these distributing 
poitns, Green Bay, Mich., a pair of 
mice made their home in a pouch 
that had lain in the postoffice for sev­ 
eral days. 
When the pouch finally 
reached its destination, near the up­ 
per shores of Lake Superior, the re­ 
ceiving postmaster found not only the 
rodent home-seeerks, but also a large 
family of little mice. They had made 
beds of chewed-up letters. 
The post­ 
master reported the matter to the C hi* 
cago office and sent along the mice 
as an exhibit, which was received by 
George B. Armstrong, the assistant 
postmaster. 
To prevent a repetition 
of such an 
occurrence, 
Armstrong 
sought to speed up the mail service 
and finally evolved the idea of having 
the 
mail 
distributed on the trains 
while in transit. 
The plan was ridi­ 
culed. 
One man declared: 
“The gov­ 
ernment will have to employ a regi­ 
ment of men to follow’ the trains to 
pick up the letters that would he 
blown out of the cars.” 
However, 
the first postal car, an ordinary bag­ 
gage car equiped with 
racks 
and 
pigeon holes, made its initial run 
from Chicago to Clinton, Iowa, fifty 
years ago today. 
August 28. 1914, every notion in 
the civilized world is distributing a 
large part of its mail m atter in rail­ 
way mail cars. 
Iii the United States 
over 18.000 railway mail 
clerks 
are 
separating over 90 per ceDt of all the 
mail originating in this country and 
a large volume coming from foreign 
lands. 
They have separated in a sin­ 
gle year nearly 23,000,900,000 pieces 
of mail matter, not including regis­ 
tered mail . They travel an aggregate 
distance of 300.000,000 miles every 
year on the 27,OOO domestic transpor­ 
tation routes having a combined mile­ 
age of 450,000 miles. 
The service 
has been raised to the highest point 
’ efficiency today and the present 
ratio of errors in distribution has 
been reduced to one in 10,000 pieces 
of mail. 
The clerks are expected to 
distribute the mail so that there will 
be no rehandling in the postoftiees oi 
large cities and to separate it into 
packages corresponding 
with 
each 
mail crrier’s route in the cities, 
in 
the case of the largest cities they 
j must separate it according to serious 
or subsations. 
Considering the speed 
at which the clerks sort the mail, the 
swaving of the train plunging along 
at fifty miles an hour, the thousands 
of railway connecting points, the lo­ 
cations of over 60,000 postoffices in 
the United States, and the illegibility 
I of the handwritten addresses it be- 
I comes a marvel how the railway mail 
clerk can work without a greater pro­ 
portion of errors.

(A student.) 
Answer.—The first five books of the 
Bible are known as the Five Books of 
Moses, though they nowhere mention 
his name as their author. 
That they 
were written by Moses, or under his 
supervision, is a reasonable inference; 
the account of his death and burial 
being properly added by his secretary. 
The omission of the positive state­ 
ment that these books were written 
by 
Moses is no proof against 
the 
thougiit; for had another written them 
to deceive aud commit a fraud, he 
would surely have claimed that they 
were written by the great leader and 
statesman,of Israel, in order to make 
good his'imposition. See Deuteronomy 
31:9 27. 
Of one thing we are certain, 
Moses did lead out of Egypt the He 
brew* nation. 
Ile did organize them as 
a nation under the laws set forth in 
these books; and the Hebrew nation, 
by common consent, for over three j 
thousand 
years, 
has claimed 
these 
books as a gift to them from Moses, 
and has held them so sacred that a 
jot or tittle must not be altered—thus 
giving assurance of the purity of the 
text. 
These writings of Moses con­ 
tain the only creditable history extant. 
of the epoch which it traverses. 
Chi­ 
nese history affects to begin at crea­ 
tion telling how God went out on the 
water iii a skiff, and, taking in His f 
hand a lump of earth, cast it into the 
water. 
That lump of earth, it claims, 
became this world, etc. 
But the entire 
story is so devoid of reason that the 
merest child of intelligence could not 
be deceived by it 
On the contrary, 
the account given in Genesis starts 
with the reasonable assumption that a 
God. a Creator, an intelligent First 
Cause, already existed. 
It treats not

That is Hie primary

Cut off by tho outbreak of the 
war from lier supply of 1,500,600 tons 
of sugar ordinarily secured from Ger­ 
many and Austria-Hungary, England 
turned to Hie ne arest available sugar 
market, which happened to be New 
York. 
Backed by cash, assuming all 
the war risk involved in 
s h ip m e n t 
and ready to pay 
whatever 
p r ic e s 
might be necessary to secure sugar, 
British buyers invaded the American 
market. 


W ithin little more than a week they 
purchased almost I OO,Obi> ton? of raw 
and refined sugar, bidding 
ip 
the 
market nearly 3 cents a pound in the 
process of getting it. 
Their buying 
subsided 
temporarily 
whci 
they 
found it impossible to secure further 
prompt transportation. 
As another- 
war measure for securing a supply of 
sugar, orders were issued in all the 
sugar growing colonies of great B rit­ 
ain forbidding the sale of sugar ex­ 
cept for imperial use. 
U Hie outbreak of tile 
war 
the 
visible supply of sugar available for 
lie American market was bluely suf- j 
ficient to last, until the new crop o f ’ 
American grown sugar should begin 
to become available iii October. 
The 
withdrawal of 100,000 tons from this 
supply created a 
serious 
shortage, 
and inquiries received in the New 
York market indicating that England 
would seek to obtain several hundred 
thousand 
more tons of sugar, and 
that other European countries might 
endeavor to purchase 
sugar 
here, 
threatened to make 
this 
shortage 
much more serious. 
As a result, American purchasers 
in tho sugar market, seeking to pro­ 
tect their own trade, entered into ac­ 
tive competition 
with 
the 
foreign 
buyers in the scramble for sugar. To 
make the situation more acute, con­ 
sumers in all parts of 
Hie 
country 
rushed to lay in supplies far in ex­ 
cess of their ordinary purchases, thus 
accentuating the scarcity. 
The prize for which the buyers of 
Great Britain and America are con­ 
tending is Hie Unbar sugar crop. Eng­ 
land ami the United States each im­ 
port. annually about -2.000,000 
long 
tom% of sugar. 
Tile Cuban crop’ is 
about 2.500,000 tons, enough to sup­ 
ply one of these big customers, but 
entirely 
inadequate 
to 
meet 
the 
needs of both 
T.he prospect, there­ 
fore. is for a keen struggle on the 
part of these two countries to secure 
the bulk of the coming Cuban crop 
in ca^e the war continues for any 
considerable length of time. 
When the present blockade of ship­ 
ping is relieved, it is probable that 
Great Britain, and possibly also tile 
United States, may obtain some sugar 
from tropical cane growing countries 
other than Cuba. 
The fact remains, 
however, that the European nations 
producing 
annually 
8,600,000 
long 
tons of sugar, or 45 per cent of the 
entire world’s sugar supply, are now 
at war. 
A large part of this crop will 
be sacrificed— how much remains to 
be* seen. 
At any rate, approximately 
2,0b0,000 
tons 
ordinarily 
exported 
from these countries 
is 
withdrawn 
from accustomed trade channels, and 
this means a world wide scarcity of 
sugar while Hie war continues and 
probably for some time afterward. 
The one great lesson for the Am er­ 
ican people iii the present situation 
is the necessity of encouraging and 
developing the production from Amer­ 
ican soil of all the sugar required by 
Hie American peple so that we may 
be independent of other nations and 
our customers may be assured of a 
permanent adequate supply of cheap 
sugar.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26—There 
are 1,288.336 persons iii Missouri that 
work for a living and 457,685 of them 
are employed upon the farm, accord­ 
ing to a report which has just been 
issued by the United States census 
bureau. 
Of the persons engaged in agricul­ 
tural pursuits, the bulk of 
lent are 
farm operators and 
farm 
laborers. 
The farm operators number 265,555, 
and 257,243 are men and 8,312 are wo­ 
men. There are 173,092 farm laborers 
in the state and 166,949 are males 
and 6.143 females. 
There are 829 dairy farmers in the 
state, and they employ 775 laborers 
aud 23 foremen. There are aiso 1,339 
persons in the state whose principal 
source of income is from stock rais­ 
ing. 
The 
number 
of cowboys and 
sheep herders in this state is 549. 
In the entire United States there 
are 71,580,270 persons over IO years 
of agt and 38,167,336, or 53 per cent 
of this number, are engaged in gain­ 
ful occupations. 
Of the gainfully oc­ 
cupied, 12.659.202, or 33 per cent, are 
engaged in agriculture.

“Fairs for Farmers, Not Fakers,” Is 
Title of State Bulletin Just Out 
— It Was Written by Mr. 
W. L. Nelson. 


Columbia, Mo., Aug. 24.—“Fairs for 
farmers, not fakers,” is the motto of 
the Bunceton fair, and this is the title 
of a new bulletin issued by the state 
board of agriculture, giving a short 
history of the fairs in Missouri. The 
bulletin is written by W. L. Nelson, 
assistant secretary of the board. 
Missouri has 137 out of the 2,740 
fairs in the United States, and shows 
more fine stock at county fairs than 
any midwestern state. 
The fair, as an institution, is little 
more than a century old. One of the 
first agricultural fairs 
in 
America 
was held in the District of Columbia 
in 1804. The idea of the commission­ 
er of patents, who gave official sup­ 
port to the fair, was to hold it semi­ 
annually. 
The second 
fair 
began 
April 26, 1805, when “premiums to 
the amount of $100 were awarded to 
the best lamb, steer, milch cow, jack, 
oxen and horse actually sold.” 
It is more than seventy-five years 
since the first agricultural fair was 
held in Missouri. 
In October, 1835. 
the Boone county fair was launched 
and held its first meeting. 
At the 
first fair Durham, 
Tesewator 
and 
Shorthorn cattle were shown. 
In 1853 the first state fair was held 
at Boonville. By the second year the 
premiums amounted to $2,652.88. The 
Boonville fair continued 
to 
receive 
state aid for many years. 
On December 7, 1855, the St. I^ouis 
Agricultural and Mechanical associa­ 
tion was chartered by the Missouri 
legislature. 
At the annual exhibition 
of this association, held in 1860, the 
receipts reached $47,231.80, 
and 
it 
was estimated that 100,000 persons 
were on the grounds on the day of 
the visit of the Prince of Wales (fa­ 
ther of the present king of England), 
the Duke of Newcastle 
and 
other 
members of the royal party. 
It will 
never be known how’ large the at­ 
tendance was that day, for the rush 
at the gates was so great that the 
fences inclosing the grounds were 
broken down, the authorities being 
unable to stop the great 
that surged in. 
The Kansas City 
exposition 
was 
founded in 1871. and began October 
15 that year. 
On Thursday of fair 
week it was estimated that a crowd 
of 40,000 persons attended. The total 
cost to the association for buildings, 
premiums and management 
was 
a 
little over $34,000. 
An advertisement 
of 
this 
exposition, in describing ? 
fountain which was quite a novelty al 
the time, says: 
“The fountain will 
be some 20 feet in diameter and will 
he supplied with numerous j o t s . The 
water supply for this will he from the 
creek, and will be forced through the 
pipes by means of the steam engine 
or pump, in the machinery depart­ 
ment.” 
The present state fair dates from 
1899, when the site at Sedalia was 
selected and later the Forty-first gen­ 
eral assembly gave $50,000 for the? 
grounds and the first building. 
The county fair is coming hack. 
and everywhere over the state the 
fairs are well attended and are pros­ 
pering. 
The bulletin gives a com­ 
plete list of the fairs in this state, 
their secretaries, and dates when they 
are held.

Amendment Would Make the State a 
Party to Gathering and Distrib­ 


uting 
Funds for the 
Build­ 
ing of Good Roads. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 22.—The 


third of the series of argum ents on 


the m easures to be submitted to vote 


at the coining election was today is­ 


sued by Secretary of State Cornelius 


Roach. 
Those wishing to vote intel­ 
ligently on Amendment No. 3 should 
preserve this article . The sole pur­ 
pose in giving these arguments is to 
furnish information to the voter, and 
the secretary of state is in no way 
responsible for assertions made on 
either side of any subject discussed. 
The champions of Amendment No 
3 give the following reasons why the 
measure should he favored: 
The money that 
comes into 
the 
state road fund, as large as Missouri 
is, is so small, taking into considera­ 
tion the large amount of m ileage'and 
the fact that the counties do not as­ 
sess a heavy tax for road purposes, 
that it is necessary that some method 
he devised for the establishing of a 
fund for the building of a good roads 
system such as a state as large as 
Missouri should have to he in line 
with other states th at are now es­ 
tablishing fine road systems. 
Our people are 
very 
progressive 
and more enthusiastic, in fact, than 
good judgment will often permit.. The 
putting up of personal funds by a 
few people for the benefit of many 
is not just. 
Road building should he 
done by taking a small amount from 
each one of a very large number of 
people, and this is what will he done 
if Constitutional Amendment No. 3 is 
adopted, as by this method no one 
escapes paying his 
pittance. 
This 
small amount from so large a mini 
her will create a fund that will make 
it possible for our state to establish a 
fine road system. 
Those opposed to the adoption of 
Amendment No. 3 set forth the fol­ 
lowing reasons why 
this 
treasure 
should he voted dowm: 
This am endm ent should ho voted 
down because it proposes to raise the 
state tax rate from 19 cents to 29' 
cents on the hundred dollars assessed 
valuation, and because the principle 
of state aid for a 1! local purposes is 
wrong. Why go to the expence of col- 
lecing funds everywhere, send it to 
the state officers at the capital and 
then have them apportion 
what 
is 
left hack to the counties from which 
it came after paying officers’ commis­ 
sions? 
W hatever 
the 
state gives 
must he taken from the people before 
the state can have anything to give. 
1 The people will lose their self-reli­ 
ance, the greatest power for their 
own good that they have, if they are 
taught to believe some outside factor 
will make their public improvements 
for them.

grade the wheat. 
The small wheat 
grains cannot bo presumed to grow 
into a strong and vigorous plant. One 
bushel }M.*r acre of high quality grad­ 
ed wheat will usually give a better 
crop than a bushel amt a peck of 
ungraded wheat. The wheat that is 
screened and rejected is good food, 
but if it is sown it becomes a com­ 
parative loss. 
It would be wise also tx take such 
precaution as we can to combat the 
Hessian fly. The recent moisture will 
have a tendency to assise in the trans­ 
forming from the “flax teed” to the 
adult stage. All volunteer grains that 
come up early will be the first to be 
attacked by the fly. 
From this very 
frequently a late brood 
is 
battle.'! 
that attack the late sown wheat; it 
thus becomes a very wise precaution 
to prevent the growth 
of

It would be less dangerous, how­

Hog C h o l e r a Control and Eradication. 


By Dr. Ralph Graham, Pettis coun­ 
ty station. L nit cd States bureau of 
animal industry. 
In the work of hog cholera con­ 
trol and eradication it has been sat­ 


isfa c to rily demonstrated that sanita­ 
tion and quarantine give the best re­ 
sults. 
By careful feeling and good 
care the vitality of the herd is kept 
up, and they are not so susceptible to 
the discase. 
It is quite a common 
idea that green corn will give hogs 
the cholera but from years of experi­ 
ence and observation along ibis line 
it has been found that hogs can not 
become affected with cholera unless 
the germ is present . AA hen green 
corn is fed the vitality of the animal 
is lowered, and they are more suscep­ 
tible to the disease. 
It is advisable 
to feed green corn sparingly at first, 
gradually increasing until a full feed 
is reached, and in this way prevent 
lowering the vitality. 
Now is a good time to clean up hog 
lots and feed yards. 
You will be 
aiqply paid for the time spent in this 
way by the improved health of the 
herd, and better gairi% will be the 
result. 
Clean up all rubbish, manure, 
etc., and use plenty of a i r slacked 
lime, after spraying with some good 
antiseptic solution. 
Get rid of the 
parasites. 
Two of the worst enemies 
of a hog are worms and lice. 
Lice 
can be entirely exterminated by using 
crude oil about once a month, and a 
good worm remedy will soon rid your 
herd of worms.

calomel, four grains (to every hun­

23. — Notwithstanding 
t h e 
summer heat a goodly congregation 
greeted Pastor Russell today. 
His 
Photo-Drama of Creation, whose beau­ 
ty and instructiveness are more and 
more appreciated as the days and 
weeks go by, continues to be present­ 
ed both at home and abroad. 
The 
pastors topic was from a text we 
have never before heard discussed in 
the pulpit—“Then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of Man in heaven; 
and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory." 
—Matt. 24:30. 
The speaker pointed out that vari­ 
ous suggestions have been made by 
scholars respecting the import of this 
prophecy" by the Master. Some guess 
ed that the sign would be a Cross in 
the sky. Others thought that it would 
be Christ Himself, who would appear 
in some wrathful form to humanity, 
causing dismay. 
The pastor surmised that his hear­ 
ers had read the published reports of 
his sermon of last Sunday respecting 
the second coming of Christ in its 
two phases—the Parousia, or invisible 


to be the God of all grace aud the 
Father of all mercies, “from whom 
cometh every good and perfect gift.” 
The eyes of the world have been 
blinded to the goodness of God. Ter­ 
rible dread in the hearts of humanity 
will lead to the wall of fear as they 
perceive Christ’s righteous judgments 
encircling all the the earth— 
“The signs and groanings promised 
To precede a second birth.” 
Not knowing of a “second birth” 
and all the glorious blessings which 
Messiah’s 
Kingdom 
is designed to 
bring to mankind, human hearts will 
be filled with dread and apprehen­ 
sion. 
Only those who are truly the 
Lords and are rightly informed re­ 


specting the Divine Plan of the Ages 


will be able to lift up their heads and 


rejoice, knowing that their “deliver­ 


ance draweth nigh.” 


‘‘The Heavens Being on Fire.” 
St. Peter apparently described this 
sign of the Son of Man in the hea­ 


vens, revealed in flaming fire. 
His 
words are, “The heavens being on fire 
shall be dissolved,” and “the earth 
also (shall take fire) and the works 
that are therein shall be burned up.*’ 
(II Peter 3:10-12.) 
Let us not make 
presence, followed by the Epiphania, i (pe mistake of our forefathers in sup- 
I posing that these descriptions mean a 
or bright shining in flaming fire, or j 
judgment. 
He asked his hearers to 
remember the findings of last week— 
that we cannnot say that the sign of 
the Son of Man in heaven will be His 
Parousia. 
On the contrary, the Par­ 
ousia of Christ will not be known to 
the tribes, or families, of the earth 
in general, but will he known to the 
most saintly ones of the Church of 
Christ. 
Consequently, the sign of the 
Son of Man must in some sense stand 
related to His Epiphania, or shining 
forth in the “flaming fire” of judg­ 
ment, which the whole world of man­ 
kind will recognize. 
The hearers were reminded that 
the word “sign” is of broad mean­ 


ing; for instance, crepe is a sign of 


mourning; 
the 
Cross 
represents 


Christianity; 
the crescent, Moham­ 
medanism. 
In other words, a sign is 
merely an indication. 
Jo when we 
read of the “sign of the Son of Man 
in heaven,” the thought might prop­ 
erly be that something will orcur in­ 
dicative of the presence of the Son of 
Man—that He has taken to Himself 
His great power and has begun His 
Reign. 
Since the son of Man :s to be 
revealed in flaming fire, taking ven­ 
geance, it follows that this sign must 
be some sign of vengeance, some in­ 
dication 
of 
righteous 
indignation 
against wrong. 
The 
question, 
then, arises. How 
would such a sign, or indication, ap­ 
pear in the sky, in the heavens? The 
Pastor replied that this is not the 
thought. 
On the contrary, he urged 
his hearers to remember that the Bi­ 
ble repeatedly uses the words, hea­ 
ven. mountain, sea, in a symbolical 
m anner—the 
earth 
representing or­ 
ganized society; the mountains rep­ 
resenting kingdoms, as the backbones 
of this organized society; the seas 
representing the restless masses of 
humanity, 
continually 
seeking 
to 
swallow’ up the social “earth.” 
In 
the same symbolic terms tile heavens 
represent the ecclesiastical powers of 
the world—churchianity. 
The sign 
appearing in the heavens, the pastor 
believes, signifies that the beginning 
of Christ’s judgments will fall upon 
the ecclesiastical systems of our day. 
The flaming fire of judgments will 
first manifest itself in ecclesiastical 
affairs and circles. 
Mankind 
will 
gradually 
become 
awakened to the thought that a new 
government is in control, that its pol­ 
icy will be the law’ of “judgment to 
tile line and righteousness 
to 
the 
plummet.” 
Since unrighteousness is 
prevalent, as a result of man s fallen 
condition, 
the 
consciences 
of 
the 
whole world will be awakened, quick­ 
ened; and fear, dread, will come upon 
all classes everywhere. 
This will be 
not only because they will see the 
primary 
sign 
of 
Christ’s righteous 
judgments in religious circles, but be­ 
cause they will see Him coming— 
drawing nearer and nearer in judg­ 
ment; and they will recognize that 
they, too, must shortly be involved. 
Hence there w ill be mourning because 
of Him. 
Furthermore, it will be remembered 
that all the families of the earth have 
very crude and incorrect v’ews of 
Messiah and of the object of His Sec­ 
ond Coming and Kingdom. The “doc­ 
trines of devils,” brought into the 
church creeds during the Dark Ages, 
have so made void the Word of God 
that the majority of mankind fear the 
Almighty, dread Him as 
their 
Al­ 
mighty Foe, instead of realizing H im j‘ 


literal burning of the literal earth. 
Let us, on the contrary, realize that 
the symbolical earth and the symboli­ 
cal heavens are to catch fire and pass 


a w a y with a great, commotion, while 
the physical earth will remain practi­ 
cally as it is, and will begin to under­ 
go the transforming influences of 
restitution under the new* King, the 
Restorer of all things—Jesus and His 
glorified church. 
It will he noticed that St. Peter 
mentions the fire as coming to the 
heavens before it reaches the earth, 
in just the same order that Jesus 
stated the matter. 
The sign, mani­ 
festation, of the flaming fire of judg­ 
ments will appear in the heavens; 
and subsequently the sign 
of the 
Son of Man in judgment will be seen 
coming nearer and nearer to earth’s 
affairs, with a view to purging them 
absolutely 
from 
everything 
sinful, 
selfish, unjust. 
We are told that the elements will 
melt with fervent heat. 
We see the 
capitalistic element and the I^abor 
element separating the one from the 
other. 
We see the preparations for 
the great conflagration, 
the 
great 
Time 
of 
Trouble. 
We 
sometimes 
speak of it in this language, saying, 
“Things are getting very hot’.’ 
They 
will presently be so hot that sponta­ 
neous combustion will set in. 
And 
the fire of that day will be so ex­ 
treme and its results so drastic as to 
fulfill the Master’s wrords that unless 
those days of tribulation should be 
shortened no flesh would survive. 
But because of the Election, be­ 
cause of the kingdom which will then 
be set up. those days will be short­ 
ened—brought to an end. 
Nothing 
will he destroyed except that which is 
injurious. 
The world-wide results of 
that flaming fire of Divine judgments 
will be corrective, 
preparing 
men’s 
hearts for the blessings which the 
Lord is prepared then to give. 
Thus 
it is written. “When the judgments of 
thfc Lord are abroad in the earth, the 
inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness.” 
It will be noted that St. refer, in 
speaking of that Time of Trouble, 
mentions that the heavens—ecclesias­ 
tic ism—will be on fire first; and that 
later, the earth—society and ifs polit­ 
ical, financial and social organiza­ 
tions—will be involved also. 
In har­ 
mony with this, our text tells that 
this sign, or indication, for the re­ 
vealing of Messiah in flaming fire, 
will first be in the church. 
Further­ 
more, according to St. Peter’s state­ 
ment, we are to expect that the ec­ 
clesiastical heavens will pass away 
with a great noise—a great commo­ 
tion—before the social order is fully 
reached by the consuming fire. 
The same thought is brought to our 
attention 
in 
Revelation, 
where 
a 
wide distinction is made between the 
nominal 
church 
systems, 
called 
Babylon, and the true church, which 


great systems, 
outwardly 
having 
f'irm of godliness, but really misrep­ 
resenting the Divine character, the 
Divine plan, the 
true 
teachings o 
Die Bible. Of course, the indivi ua s 
identified 
with 
the 
systems have 
r.ore or less 
responsibility, accord­ 
ing to their 
official 
position 
and 
their intelligence. In similar propor­ 
tion these individuals m a y have trib 
elations in conjunction with the fall 
of Babylon. 
We do not understand 
the term “Babylon” 
to 
be applied 
Scripturally to any sect or party, hut 
rrther to refer to 
the 
general con­ 
glomeration of systems and denomi­ 


nations. Likewise, 
when reading of 
the utter destruction to come upon 
Babylon we are to differentiate 
be­ 
tween the systems and the individ­ 
uals connected with those systems. 
The judgments 
of 
the. Lord are 


i ot designed to crush or destroy hu­ 
manity, but to destroy 
utterly 
the 
systems of bondage, error 
and su- 
lerstition which 
have 
fettered liu- 
1 anity and hindered them from full­ 
er progress and development in the 
knowledge and favor of God. With 
the fall of the great systems (Baby­ 
lon, confusion) men’s eyes will be 
gin to open; the blind will begin to 
“see out of obscurity” (Isaih 29; 18) 
Ar. a result the high praises of God 
will arise as a sweet savor. 
The fall of Babylon is declared to 
come speedily, suddenly—figuratively 
“In an h o u r” 
Tho descriptions of 
her fall are various. In one place we 
’cad that she shall be utterly burn­ 
ed with fire. The came symbol of fire 
is used by St. Peter in referring to 
the same trouble and destruction. In 
another place we read that Babylon 
shall be cast like 
a 
great millstone 
bito the sea. and be found no more 
at all. 


“ Every Eye Shall See Him.” 
Throughout this 
Gospel 
age the 
Lord’s people 
have 
through 
faith 
recognized Jesus as their Redeemer 
and Deliverer. But comparatively few 
1 ave had such eyes of faith and un­ 
derstanding 
The 
majority, 
as the 
apostle declares, are blinded by Sa­ 
tan and by error and fail to get a 
Groper, true view’ of Christ. Ho says 
that the “god 
of 
this 
world” ha=* 
Minded the eyes 
of 
all unbelievers. 
Put the gracious 
promise 
of the 
Lord is that 
all 
the blinded eyes 
shall be opened. 
The experiences of eighteen centu­ 
ries have done little toward opening 
the eyes of the world; but the reve­ 
lation of Messiah in flaming fire will 
appeal to them quickly. 
They will 
ffce Him thus, “Every eye shall see 
Him, and tnose who pierced Him”— 
the Jews. 
Instinctively 
they will 
fear. It may require a considerable 
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ti e heathen, for instance, who knew 
little, will receive fewer strips, pro­ 
portionate to their ignorance. All the 
stripes, however, will he reformatory 
ai.d with a view to helping and en­ 
silag in g the transgressors to aban­ 
don the ways of iniquity and to walk 
the paths of righteousness. 
That will be a happy day for 
tho 
earth’s thousands of millions—a day 
with the Lord. a thousand years. Ev­ 
erywhere there will be evidences of 
H a operation of 
Divine mercy and 
justice, and 
the 
necessary lessons 
voll be quickly learned by 
all people. 
We 
can 
not doubt 
that even fift> 
years of kingdom influence will make 
a wonderful change in human affairs 
and conditions. The blessings of the 
Lord will come to the earth in pro­ 
portion as God’s will shall be done 
en the earth. 
Finally, with 
all sin eliminated. 
aR imperfections 
gone 
and all the 
wilfully 
wicked 
destroyed, 
even 
creature on earth 
as 
well 
as 
In 
heaven will he heard saying, “Bless- 
irg 
and 
honor and 
glory and power 
he 
unto 
Him that 
sitteth upon the 
throne and unto 
the 
Inmb forever 
and ever.” Then. and not till then, 
will God’s will 
be done on earth, 
even as it is done in heaven; for not 
until then will 
there 
be a perfect 
race capable of doing God’s will. 
A special lesson to God’s people of 
today is that 
now’ is the church’s 
time of calling, acceptance and mak­ 
ing their election 
sure 
by hearty 
obedience to the Divine will. 
Thus 
neither shill we he 
of 
the world. 
who will wail because of the sign oi 
the Son of Man in the dissolution of 
the esslesiastical heavens, nor shall 
we be identified with the ecclesias­ 
tical heavens, which are 
to be dis­ 
solved. Rather, It is our privilege, as 
followers of Jesus, to walk in His 
steps, to stand for the right, to he 
guided by the Holy Spirit, to “come 
out of Babylon,” to 
“touch 
not the 
unholy thing,” that we may have re­ 
lationship and fellowship 
with the 
Tx?rd, with the Savior, with the holy 
apostles and with all 
the 
faithful 
martyrs and 
footstep 
followers 
of 
ur Master.
